Average-Choice  to  Prime  slaughter  steers 
sold  steady  to  500  higher  under  a  good  demand 
while  other  grades  met  only  fair  outlet  and 
sold   steady  to  500  lower.     Trading  on  heifers 
was  very  similar  with  average -Choice  to  Prime 
steady  to  250  higher,   others  steady  to  250  lower. 
The  number  of  slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
marketed  was  only  a  little  below  the  previous 
non-holiday  week.     Slaughter  cows  were  25-500 
higher.     The  sharply  curtailed   supply  of  feeder 
cattle  and   calves  found  rather  poor  demand  and 
sold  weak,   instances  500  lower  in  a  slow  trade. 
Hog  prices  fluctuated  sharply  during  the  week. 
Barrows  and  gilts  closed  mostly  250  lower  for 
the  week.     Sows  were  steady  to  500  higher  except 
steady  to  250  lower  at  Omaha  and  St.  Joseph  and 
25-500  lower  in  the  Interior  Iowo-Scuthern 
Minnesota  direct  selling  area.     Slaughter  lambs 
advanced  50-750. 

SIAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Price  trends 
on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  were  uneven  at 
midwest  terminal  markets.     The  holiday  on  Monday 
and  severe  weather  conditions  that  disrupted  the 
normal  marketward  movement  along  with  one  less 
slaughter  day  in  the  week  helped  create  this 
situation.     Higher  dressed  meat  prices  had  a 
bullish  influence,  but  the  best  demand  was  for 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  grading  average 
Choice  to  Prime.     Receipts  at  the  12  markets 
for  the  holiday  shortened  period  were  below  a 
week  ago,  but  4  percent  above  the  corresponding 
period  a  year  ago.     The  number  of  beef  steers 
and  heifers  sold  out  of  first  hands  at  the  7 
markets  totaled  102,613  compared  with  104,303 
the  previous  week  and  93,862  a  year  earlier. 
Average-Choice  and  Prime  steers  sold   steady  to 
500  higher,    other  grades  steady  to  500  lower. 
Heifers  grading  Choice  and  Prime  steady  to  250 
higher,   other  grades  steady  to  250  lower.     Cows 
mostly  25-500  higher,   and  bulls  unevenly  steady 
to  500  lower.     Vealers  were   steady  to  $1.00 
higher  at  St.  Paul  and  St.  Louis.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts  of 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  market.-:  vere 
sharply  abridged  due  to  the  dual  factors  of  a 


Monday  holiday  and  poor  road  conditions  in  the 
wake  of  heavy  snows  which  engulfed  a  wide- 
spread area  during  the  holiday  week-end.  At 
some  markets  supplies  of  feeders  were  almost 
too  small  to  afford  an  adequate  test  of  demand 
and  price  levels.     Adverse  weather, together 
with  the  holiday  season, not  only  curtailed 
marketings,   but  also  restricted  demand  to  a 
noticeable  extent.     In  addition  the  approaching 
tax  assessment  date  in  some  midwest  States  was 
a  definite  factor  in  temporarily  retarding  de- 
mand.    Thus,   even  though  supplies  were  limited, 
trading  at  midwest  markets  generally  was  slow 
at  weak  prices,   instances  500  lower.     St.  Louis 
proved  an  exception,     prices  there  being  steady 
to  500  higher.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Receipts  at  the 
12  markets  were  unevenly  distributed  from  day 
to  day.     On  Tuesday,   following  the  Monday  holi- 
day, runs  were  very  moderate  and  prices  ad- 
vanced sharply.     Wednesday  and  Thursday  re- 
ceipts were  expanded  with  the  volume  about  50 
percent  greater  on  Wednesday  compared  with  the 
same  day  a  week  earlier.     On  these  two  days, all 
of  the  early  price  advance  was  completely 
erased  and  in  most  cases  prices  dropped  below 
the  previous  week's  close.     A  slight  price 
rally  was  made  on  Friday's  small  pre-holiday 
supply.     Bulk  of  the  sows  weighed  400-600#  and 
the  reduced   supply  encountered  good  demand . 

Compared  with  the  previous  ireek's  close, 
barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  to  500  lower, 
mostly  250  lower.     Sows  were  steady  to  500 
higher  except  steady  to  250  lower  at  Omaha  and 
St.  Joseph  and  25-500  lower  at  Sioux  Falls.  Re- 
ceipts at  the  12  markets  were   17  percent  less 
than  the  preceding  week  and    6    percent  less 
than  a  year  ago.     No.   1-3,   210-260;/  barrows  and 
gilts  made  up  the  bulk  of  the  supplies.     Sows 
comprised   9    percent  of  the  8  market  receipts 
compared    10  percent  the  previous  week  and   9 
percent  a  year  ago.

BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 
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Trading  of  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools 
in  the  Boston  market  was  about  at  a  standstill 
during  the  week  prior  to  year's  end  and  prices 
were  held  nominal. 

Sales  of  woolen  wools  and  noils  were  re- 
stricted to  fill-in  orders  of  an  urgent  nature. 
There  was  a  light  call  for  choice  fine  wools 
and  Schlumberger  noils  of  64s,  70s  and  80s 
quality.  Trade  in  the  domestic  primary  areas 
was  dormant.  There  were  recent  sales  of  Valley 
Oregon  lambs  wools  with  small  weights  of  Valley 
fleeces  sold.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  prices  were 
steady  to  mostly  50/  higher;   cow  beef   steady  to 
50/  higher,   except  New  York  fully  50/  lower;   veal 
sold  $1.00-2.00  higher  at  Philadelphia  and  prices 
unchanged  at  markets  other  than  New  York  where 
the  trend  was  steady  to  $3.00  lower  with  most 
decline  on  carcasses  grading  Good  and  below;   calf 
sold   weak  at  New  York;   lamb  closed  fully  $2.00 
higher  at  New  York  while  prices  were  steady  to 
$1.00  lower  in  other  areas;  pork  loins  mostly 
steady,    aside  from  advances  of  $1.00-1.50  at 
Washington;  pork  butts  were  off  $1.00-5.00  with 
some  decline  at  all  markets;   fresh  skinned  hams 
steady  to  $1.00  lower,   except  fiya  at  New  York; 
spareribs  50/-$1.00  higher  at  Washington,    other- 
wise mostly  steady  to  $1.00  lower. 

Post-Christmas     receipts  were  normal  for  all 
classes.     Trading  pattern  was  very  uneven  and  in 
general   there  was  little  urgency  indicated  for 
meats  this  week.     Early  demand  was  mostly  poor, 
but  toward  the  close  virtually  all  outlets  were 
active  for  last  minute  needs.     Veal  eased  some 
for  the  first  time  in  several  weeks  at  New  York 
but  concerted  activity  on  the  part  of  chain 
buyers  added  strength  to  lamb  at  that  market. 
Beef  chucks  were  rather  slow  on  the  Eastern  Sea- 
board and  some  were  carried  over  in  some  areas.

Supplies  all  classes  fresh  meat  only  moder- 
ate following  the  three-day  holiday  week-end, 
and  veal  became  scarce  at  the  close.     There  was 
an  increased  proportion  of  Good  grade  beef  on 
the  market.     All  weight  ranges  of  lamb  were  about 
equally  represented. 

With  the  exception  of  loins,   which  were  slow 
compared  to  recent  activity,   beef  trading  for  the 
most  part  was  fairly  active.      Ribs  most  wanted 
item  for  current  use,   arm  and  squarecut  chucks 
and  rounds  getting  first  call  for  the  following 
week  delivery.     Beef  loin  prices    steady  despite 
the  narrowing  demand  as  carcass  replacement 
costs  advanced.     Early  downturn  on  veal  was  re- 
covered late  when  supplies  were  limited.      Carcass 


lamb  trading  was  fairly  active.     Hindeaddles 
best  of  primal  cuts,   although  outlets  broader 
for  fore  saddle  jieat   than  during  the  previous 
week.     Replacement  costs  were  substantially 
higher  in  the  lamb  division.     Fresh  pork  cuts 
were  in  moderate  demand.
